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ITHE WALLACE FARCE 


AT FOSTER HALL 
LIFTING A VEIL OF SECRECY

A -COUPLE OF WEEKS AGO, WE PUBLISHED AN DITORIAL ir 
Martin for governor, and in that effort we stated that, among the reaso 
against Governor Wallace, was the recent awareness on our part, some 
“stand=in-the-doorway”’ at the University of Alabama in June, 1963 othing more 
than fakery, We said that it was a phony, face-saving device to kee} vernor illace 
from looking so bad in the face of his bold political pledge, ‘#No grander piece otf rot?’, 
we concluded, ‘Has ever been perpetrated on the people of Alabama than this Tuscaloosa 
mess, and the people of Alabama ought to know more about it”, 

That, in itself, was a strong statement, and we have been hopeful that more know- 
ledgeable people might enlarge it with details. We have not relished the job ourselves, 
but now that no one has Stepped forward, we feel duty-bound to do it ourse ves, We 
feel duty-bound to challenge the secrecy of the whole arrangement in ¢ eneral, and to expose 
as a face-saving farce this planned effort to make Wallace look a bit better, 

The job has not been an easy one, It has, we repeat, been veiled in the closest sort of 
secrecy. But we do believe that we have been able to piece together a series of incidents, 
without asking any one man to break his own oath, and we have come up with certain 
conclusions, 

The University of Alabama trustees met in executive session the night before the 
integration showdown was scheduled, and Governor Wallace presided, The governor was 
“extremely nervous’’, we have been assured, and he talked at length about what could 
be done, 

Hardly more than a year earlier, Wallace, as a candidate, had boldly assured the 
people of Alabama that he could handle the entire affair, and he defied the federal covern- 
ment to do anything about him. This is what the Wallace advertisement of April 19, 1962, 
had to say, in virtually every newspaper in Alabama; 

“As your governor, Wallace will continue his all-out fight for segregation... will 
resist all efforts of the Federal Courts, the Justice Department and the-Civil Rights Com- 
mission to destroy the social and educational order of Alabama and the South, 

"As your governor, Wallace intends to place himself in a position so that Federal 
Court orders must bedirected againsthim, thegovernor, rather than some lesser official, 
And he will refuse to abide by any illegal Federal Court Order - .. a5 he has in the past,” 

Mind you, these are Wallace’s own words, and if he had carried them or t, as he solemnly 
pledged to do, even defying the Federal government to imprison him, our schools might 
be less integrated, The Negroes would not be all over the University campus, and in vir- 
tually every public school in Alabama, But Wallace didn’t do these things, He made ‘ar- 
rangements’’, and these ‘‘arrangements’? were to permit the federal integration of our 
schools while trying to preserve the reputation of the governor himself, 

That night at the University meeting, the affair lasted so long that it crept into the late 
hours, with no solution at hand, and then someone suggested that the University authorities 
get in touch with Washington, or more Specifically with the attorney general, Robert 
Kennedy, and Governor Wallace agreed to this, A University official was the intermedia ry 
- a man who had already been in touch with Kennedy - and this man called the attorney 
general late at night, after he had gone to bed, This official asked Mr, Kennedy if some 
Sort of face-saving device could be worked out, The attorney general, perhaps reminded 
that this man was a Democrat too, said that he would have to alter his plans a bit, but to 
go ahead, This the University did, and the meeting adjourned, 

In fairness to the University trustees, it must be stated clearly that they were interested 
first in their school and only mildly, if at all, in Wallace, and that their oath of secrecy 
not to discuss this matter came as aresult of the executive session and not as any pledge 
to Wallace, More than three years later, it is still difficult to get the Slightest piece of 
information from the group, but the commitment to secrecy is the great barrier, One 
official assured us that he owed Wallace nothing, and would gladly talk to us about the 
matter, but that he did have an oath of secrecy with the trustees, Those trustees, without 
a single exception, are Alabama men of honor and distinction, and no matter how much 
a politician galls them, they are still fettered by this commitment, 

In view of all this, we went to Washington last week in the hope of running down further 
information, and.we did get a bit, We did talk with such men as Robert Kennedy and his 
assistant at the time, Nicholas Katzenbach, both of whom of course, are fellow Democrats 
with Governor Wallace. Both Kennedy and Katzenbach were discreet in discussing the 
matter, Mr, Katzenbach had little or nothing to offer, and plaguing our mind is a doubt as 
to whether he even know that the trustees were in touch with Kennedy prior to the integra- 
tion, He was cautious in his language, and about the only editorial observation which 
he had to make was that some people blamed him for Wallace’s rapid political rise, and 
that this worried him no little, , 

Mr, Kennedy did say that he had beenin touch with a representative of the trustees, how- 
ever, and proof of this is that the affair. went off like clockwork the next morning, Mr, Kat-
